The siege itself was something of 
an Illinois u ndertaking.

one of the fou r corps commanders, 
five of the fifteen division command­ 
ers and sixteen of the forty-six bri­ 
gade commanders. One-fou rth of the 
men killed in the siege were Illinois 
men and the killed and wou nded Ill­ 
inois officers were more than one- 
third of the nu mber of officers killed 
du ring the entire series of engage­ 
ments.
